ARMY'S WARTIME 

AIR BASE NEAN 

TRIPOLI, LIBYA 


Field Once Abandoned to 
Be Used to Service 
Planes Flying to Mid- 
dle East, Announcement 
Discloses.

LONDON, Jan. 14 (UP) ~The 
United States Army Air Force dis- 
closed today that it was reopen- 
ing its long abandoned wartime 
air base near Tripoli, Libya, on 
the North African coast across the 
Mediterranean from Greece and 
Italy. 

European headquarters at Wies- 


baden announced that the Tripoll 
base was being re-established to 
service planes heading for the 
Middle East. It was closed a year 
ago when the Air Transport Com- 
mand cut down its flights to Ka- 
rachi by way of North Africa. 

(Defense Secretary James For- 
restal said in Washington that the 
field was being reactivated as 
merely a refueling stop and noth- 
ing more. 

(Joseph and Stewart Alsop, writ- 


ing from Washington, in a column 
printed in the Post-Dispatch last 
Sunday, said Soviet Russian rec- 
ognition of the Communist guer- 
vila Markos “government” = in 
(reece would confront the United 
States with a hard question of 
what to do about it. The Alsops 
said there were three main possi- 
bilities: (1) more United States 
aid for the Greek Government 
with emphasis on arms and 
money; (2) United States troops 
to re-inforce the Greek Govern- 
ment army; and (3) “a great 
Anglo-American military base 
within striking distance of the 
Soviet zone” possibly “in the 
Bengasi region in Africa now 
held by the British by right of 
conquest.” The United States base 
near Tripoli, Libya, meets this re- 
quirement strategically and geo- 
graphically.) 

Lt. Gen. Curtis Lemay, com- 
mander of United States Air 
Forces in Europe, flew his own 
B-17 to North Africa two days ago 
to inspect the Tripoli field, Wies- 
._baden disclosed. He also was 
scheduled to pay a courtesy call 
on French Air Force officials in 
Morocco. 

The Army said the base would 
supply fuel and overnight service 
for planes from the United States 
en route to such American mis- 
sions as those at Athens and 
Dharan, Sandi Arabia. 

With the United States program 
for aiding Greece expanding stead- 
ily, air traffic to that zone from 
the United States has reached an 
unprecedented scale. Scores of 
United States Army officers are 

arriving in Greece in small lots 
to serve as advisers to the Greek 
Army in the campaign against the 
Communist guerrillas. 

A British Foreign Office spokes- 
man, speaking after the Wies- 
baden announcement, said the 
United States had asked and Brit- 
ain had granted permission for the 
reopening of the base, 

The British military adminis- 
tration of the former Italian col- 
ony was asked if there would be 
any objection to the reactivation 
of the Mellaha field as an Air 
Transport Comxnand base. 

Mellaha was built by American 
forces during the war. Last sum- 
mer the American Government 
was reported to have offered the 
installations for sale, There were 
no takers. 

The Foreign Office spokesman 
said Britain informed the United 
States there would be no objec- 
tion to reopening Mellaha “on a 
temporary basis, always bearing 
in mind that the future of Libya 
is subject to decision by the Coun- 
cil of Foreign Ministers,” 

The London Daily Express said 
Lemay went to inspect the field 
ne a possible base for B-29 Super- 
fortresses. 

“The Mellaha base will be re- 
bullt to take the biggest American 
warplane,” the newspaper said. 
“The strategic position will help 
to dominate the eastern and cen- 
tral Mediterranean.”

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Summary of Truman Economic Report: Planning Is Needed 


to Stabilize Prosperity 


Ry the Associated Press. 
Following is the foreword and 
summary of President Tru- 
man's economic message to 
Congress, delivered today: 
States: 


T In my first economic report 
to the Congress, presented a year 
ago in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the Employment Act of 
1946, 1 foresaw a bright prospect 
for the year 1947, In large meas- 
ure that prospect has been ful- 
filled. 

Fiowever, my midyear report re- 
corded the fact that agricultural 
prospects had become less favor- 
able, that certain price adjust- 
ments were not proceeding eatis- 
factorily, and that the need for 
foreign aid would probably be 
greater and more prolonged than 
During the 
six months since that report, the 
country has maintained a high 
level of prosperity but on a wave 
of inflation which has already 
caused serious hardship and pre- 
sents grave concern for the future, 

In this second annual economic 
report, I shall set forth the diffi- 
culties of the situation by which 
the nation is confronted as it 
enters 1948. At the same time, I 
have great confidence in our abil- 
ity to surmount these difficulties 
and to show another year of 
splendid achievement for the wel- 
fare of our own people and the 
meeting of our responsibilities in 
the family of nations. 


FOREWORD AND SUMMARY, 

The year 1947 has afforded a 
new demonstration of the tremen- 
dous productivity of the United 
States when our natural resources, 
our accumulated capital, and our 
able and enterprising labor force 
are used at high levels of activity. 
Looked at from another point of 
view, the year has revealed the 
previously unmeasured size of the 
profitable market which is fur- 
nished when nearly sixty million 
workers are steadily employed 
with modern equipment and or- 
ganization, With high pay rolls 
and relatively few work stoppages 
and with a new high record in 
farm income, most of the people 
were able to enjoy a level of con- 
sumption far above prewar stand- 
ards. We were able also to sat- 
isfy many of the wants for dur- 
able consumers! goods whose 
production had been curtailed 
during the war and extend the 
conveniences of life and modest 
luxuries to a larger percentage of 
our homes than had ever shared 
them in the past. In addition, we 
were able to provide aid to war- 
torn and distressed countries 
abroad, 

The main features of last year’s 
economic activity may be sum- 
marized as follows: 

THE RECORD OF ECONOMIC 
ACTIVITY DURING 1947, 

Employment during 1947 made a 
new record, passing the mark of 
60,000,000 civilian jobs in June and, 
even with seasonal dips, averaging 
about 58,000,000 for the whole year. 
This was almost 3,000,000 more 
than in 1946 and about 10,500,000 
more than in 1940. Unemployment 
was even lower than in 1946, and 
reached what is probably the prac- 
tical minimum. 

Production measured as total 
physical output of goods was about 
7 per cent above 1946 and 76 per 
cent above the 1935-39 average. A 
slight drop in agricultural produc- 
tion was more than offset by 
larger production in manufactur- 
ing, minerals, construction, trans- 
portation, and public utilities, The 
first economic report set up as an 
objective for 1947 a total output of 
goods and services about 5 per 
cent above 1946. This goal was 
not quite reached. The increased 
output of goods was partly offset 
by a decline in services. 

Productivity per man-hour 
creased slightly over 1946. ~ In 
manufacturing, production _in- 
creased somewhat more than num- 
bers employed. Output of the 
average farm worker declined 
somewhat because of bad weather 
conditions but remained far above 
prewar levels. 

Consumer income after taxes 
reached a new high in 1947. It 
was running at the annual rate 
of $1264 per capita in the last 
quarter of 1947, compared with 
a rate of $1074 in the first quar- 
ter of 1946. However, the rapid 

rise in prices caused the pur- 
chasing power of the consumer's 
dollar income to decline by 
nearly 8 per cent during the 
same period. This did most in- 
jury to people with low incomes 
and moderate fixed incomes. 
Total spending for consumption 
was maintained by reduction in 
the rate of current saving, 
drawing on past savings, and the 
rise of consumer credit to a 
new peak of 13.8 billlon dollars 
at the end of 1947, 

Business investment and in- 
come throughout 1947 remained 
consistently above the level of 
any previous year, Investment 
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in plant, equipment, and in- 
creased inventories amounted to 
over 25 billion dollars contrasted 
with 21 billion doHars in 1946, 
Some part of this increase re- 
flected higher prices. Dividend 
payments reached a new high 
although corporations retained 
five-eighths of their profits 
after taxes flow back into 
business, Retained corporate 
earnings were double those of 
the war years and four times 
those of 1929. Flotation of se- 
curities, mostly of fixed-interest 
types, provided four billion dol- 
lars of new capital as aaginst 
3.3 billion in 1946. Commercial 
bank loans to business increased 
about 4.2 billion dollars in 1947, 
with credit expanding so rapid- 
ly in the last half year as to 
cause grave concern as to its 
inflationary effect.

Exports of goods and services 


iran at the annual rate of 20 bil- 
lion dollars in the early part of 


the year but declined later. Im- 


ports were much less than exports 
resulting in an export surplus of 


more than 11 billion dollars for the 
year. The ability of foreign coun- 
tries to finance imports declined 
in the latter part of the year and 
the future of our international bal- 
ance will depend in considerable 
measure on the size of Government 
aid and private credits extended. 

Government expenditures were 
reduced to 41.3 billion dollars in 
the calendar year 1947, leaving a 
balance of cash receipts of 5.6 
billion dollara which was used pri- 
marily to reduce bank holdings of 
Federal debt. This was a coun- 
ter-inflationary factor during a 
year of mounting inflation, 

The nation’s economic budget 
for the second half of 1947 indi- 
cates a gross national production 
at an annual rate of 287 billion 
dollars, contrasted with about 204 
billion for 1946. Investment for 
construction, equipment and in- 


ventories increased by 24 per cent 


over 1946, and net foreign invest- 

ments increased by 83 per cent, 

while consumer expenditures was 

3.5 billion dollars more than the 

increase in their incomes, The 

continuance of such a relationship 
would not enable consumers to ab- 
sorb, with their current incomes, 
the output of a maximum employ- 
ment economy when the extraordi- 
nary volume of business re-equip- 
ment, net exports, and the use of 
credit level off at more permanent- 
ly sustainable rates. The rela- 
tionships within the nation’s eco- 
nomic budget permitted maximum 
employment and high production 
through 1947 but did not include 
all the adjustments required for 
permanent prosperity and growth. 

The maintenance and stabil- 
ization of such a high level of 
production and consumption will 
require proper adjustment 
among money, price, and income 
relationships, While changes in 
price and income relationships 
during the past year have not 
disrupted activity in any serious 
way as yet, they have brought us 
progressively into a More un- 
stable situation, As we enter the 
new year, the American ple 
are keenly aware that inflation 
is the dominant problem in our 
economic affairs, 

PRICES, WAGES, PROFITS, 
AND INFLATION IN 1947. 
At the time of the first economic 

report a year ago, I warned 
against the danger of advancing 
prices, which would undermine 
our structure of national prosper- 
ity. I strongly urged business men 
to bring prices into line with the 
requirements of a stabilized econ- 
omy. I called upon workers to 
limit their demands for wage in- 
creases to those situations where 
wages were substandard or where 
wage increases would not necessi- 
tate higher prices. I called for the 
holding of public works down to 
the minimum of necessity and 
called upon procurement agencies 
to avoid practices that would stim- 
ulate price increases, 

Prices in the first quarter of 
1947 continued the upward trend 
of the last quarter of 1946. In its 
first-quarter review to me, the 
Council of Economic Advisers 
stressed the fact that the faster 
rate at which prices were begin- 
ning to move up constituted a 
serious danger. During the fol- 
lowing weeks, I emphasized in sev- 
era] public statements the need for 
all groups in the business world to 
adopt policies and follow practices 
which would halt this inflationary 
trend. 

There then followed several 
months of a remarkably stable 
price level, One cannot say how 
far this was due to the voluntary 
action of the many business men 
who deliberately witheld price ad- 
vances and in a few cases reduced 
prices, or to what extent the ces- 
sation of price increases was the 
result of the widespread resistance 
of retail merchants to. higher 
wholesale prices or was due to the 
spread of a generally more cau- 
tious attitude among business men 
and individual consumers. 

Although the upward movement 
of prices had apparently beén 
checked when I presented my mid- 
year economic report, I warned 
that there were strong new in- 
flationary forces. I endeavored 
again to impress business men 
with the great need for price sta- 
bility and I again asked labor to 
refrain from demands for such 
wage increases as would require 
price advances. Unfortunately, 
even as the midyear report was 
presented, ¢ unfavorable develop- 
ments in agriculture, industry, and 
the international situation started 
changes in incomes and prices 
quite different from those recom- 
mended in my first economic re- 
port. Business men were in the 
main finding it easy to pass added 
costs on in price advances of like 
or greater amount. 

Since June, wholesale prices 
have risen at an annual rate 
of 20 per cent and consumer 
prices at an annual rate of 
about 12 per cent. Retail food 
prices have risen at an annual 
rate of about 15 per cent. Rent, 
since the modification of rent 
control, has been rising at an 
annual rate of about 18 per cent. 
At the wholesale level, textiles 
during the second half of 1947 
were rising at an annual rate of 
12 per cent, fuel and lighting 36 
per cent, and building materials 
18 per cent. 

Wages, too, were moving up. 
Wage earners had in the first 
half of the year sought to ob- 
tain increases in rates that 
would maintain their take-home 
pay at or near the wartime level 
and thus enable them to buy 
the enlarged product of goods 
and service that a high-produc- 
tion peacetime economy could 


turn out, Wage advances dur- 
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the cost-of-living trend during 
the year but did not gain the 
ground lost when price increases 
exceeded wage increases in 1946. 
The renewed rise in the cost of 
living during the second half 
of 1947 brought demands for 
further wage increases. At the 
end of the year there was a con- 
tinuing prospect of a fruitless 
and dangerous spiraling of 
prices and wages. 


Profits were substantially above 
the 1946 level, and remained high 
through the year as increased 
costs were covered, and in many 
cases exceeded, by higher prices. 
Corporate profits before taxes rose 
to 28 billion dollars, contrasted 
with 21 billion in 1946, and profits 
after taxes rose to 17 billion dol- 
lars, compared with 12.5 billion in 
1946. Corporate earnings after 
taxes represented about 95 per 
cent on net worth, and 5.5 per 
cent on sales. Unincorporated 
non-farm enterprises earned 23.5 
billion dollars before taxes, an in- 
crease of 2.5 billion. Total busi- 
ness income before taxes increased 
by 22 per cent during the year. 
Net farm incomé before taxes rose 
from 15.2 billion dollars in 1946 
to 18.3 billion in 1947. 

The record of prices, wages and 
profits during 1947 shows how 
they fed upon one another in a 
developing process of inflation. In 
spite of the heartening production 
record of the year, this inflation- 
ary trend was profoundly disturb- 
ing. -It not only produced great 
inequities among our people, but 
also created the danger of a seri- 
ous setback, 

The purposes of the employ- 
ment act are beginning to meet 
their first real test. Unless we 
as a nation show an ability to 
impose restraints upon ourselves 
and to utilize the machinery of 
our representative government 
to devise well-considered regula- 
tory measures, we stand in great 
danger that runaway prices, 
over-extended credit, and unbal- 
anced developments will lead to 
an economic recession. We can- 
not be sure that such a reces- 
sion would not be severe and re- 
covery slow and painful. 


OBJECTIVES FOR 1948. 


The first objective for 1948 must 
be to halt the inflationary trend. 
On Nov. 17, I recommended to 
the Congress a 10-point program 
for this purpose. Every point in 
that program is essential. 

The nature of the inflation from 
which we are suffering arises in 
part from the total excess of buy- 
ing power over the available sup- 
ply of goods and in part from 
relative scarcities at strategic 
points in the economy which give 
impetus to particular price-wage 
spirals. 

To deal with these two phases of 
inflation, my 10-point program di-’ 
vides into three main parts. First, 
it proposes appropriate restraints 
upon business credit and consumer 
credit and commodity speculation. 
Second, to deal with the scarcities 
of strategie spots in the economy, 
it calls for ‘authority to allocate to 
their most efficient and necessary 
uses those scarce commodities and 
services which enter basically into 
the cost of living or industrial pro- 
duction. And third, it calls for the 
extension and strengthening of 
rent control, and for authority to 
impose rationing and price control 
on a highly selective basis on 
items of outstanding importance 
to industrial production or to the 
cost of living so that these pow- 
ers may be used promptly to pro- 
tect the public if other measures 
prove inadequate. 

As I have made clear in a 
statement on Dec. 29, the three 
points in my 10-point program 
which were enacted in the spe- 
cial session of the Congress are 
necessary but insufficient. The 
other seven points are needed, 
needed badly, and needed 


ing 1947 kept up generally with | 


maintain this favorable balance as 
long as the inflationary trend con- 
tinues. However, certain adjust- 
ments need to be made immedi- 
ately in order to protect those in 
the lower income groups hit hard- 
est by inflation. 

Our second main objective for 
1948 should be to maintain maxi- 
mum employment, achieve maxi- 
mum production, and adjust the 
price-income structure so as to 
stop the inflationary spiral with- 
out production cutbacks or exten- 
sive unemployment. 

More production this year will 
help in combating Inflation but 
there is no possibility of enough 
additional production this year to 
overcome inflation without other 
measures. In fact if these other 
measures are not undertaken in- 

flation may cause such disrup- 
tion of our ecenomy as to drive 
production and emuployment 
downward. 

With healthy adjustments in our 
economy achieved during the year 
our employment objective should 
be to absorb in useful work the 
net increase of 700,000 additional 
people in the labor force. This 
would mean an average of nearly 
59,000,000 million jobs for the year 
as a whole, contrasted with about 
58,000,000 as the year’s average for 
1947. 

Our objective for production 
should be to increase the total out- 
put of goods and services by some 
8 per cent above 1947. 

Our third main objective for 
1948 should be to establish firmer 
foundations for the long-range 
growth and prosperity of our econ- 
omy in the years ahead. 

LONG-RANGE OBJECTIVES. 


The ecnomic growth and stabil- 
ity of the United States cannot be 
achieved by dealing with problems 
merely from day to day. We must 
have a sufficiently long-range per- 
spective to do also those things 
which require some time for their 
planning and organization, 

Our total annual national pro- 
duction has increased since 1939 
by 53 per cent. We cannot expect 
such rapid advance within the 
next 10 years because we are now 
at a fuller use of our resources 
than we were in 1939. Yet we 
should within 10 years be able to 
increase our annual national out- 
put by 35 per cent. Progress at 
this rate would bring the per 
capita real income of our people 
to 27 per cent above the level of 
1947 and 80 per cent above the 
level of 1937. 

But our record of periodic de- 
pressions in the past warns us 
that we cannot have stabilized 
prosperity at this rate of prog- 
ress without carefully considered 
and well-directed efforts. 

The nation’s long-range eco- 
nomic programs should be geared 
to three major purposes: Conserv- 
ing and developing our natural re- 
sources and capital equipment, en- 
abling our human resources to be- 
come fully productive and thus 
provide richer and more satisfying 
lives, and improving our economic 
instiutions and practices so as to 
utilize free enterprise and repre- 
sentative Government effectively 
toward maximum production and 
sustained general prosperity. 


DEVELOPMENT OF NATURAL 
RESOURCES AND CAPITAL 
EQUIPMENT. 
Development of natural _re- 
sources in land, water power, min- 
erals and forests requires that we 
make up as soon as possible for 
the lapses in many of these efforts 
during the pressures of war and 
postwar reconversion. Wise con- 
servation and development efforts 
are now all the more needed be- 
cause in many respects these re- 
sources were subjected to exces- 
sive drains to supply wartime pro- 

duction. 

One-half of the nation’s crop 
and pasture land needs to be put 
under .improved soil manage- 


ment. Programs for flood con- 
trol and power need to be ex- 
panded. Further construction of 
multipurpose dams and related 
facilities is desirable. Our sus- 
tained yleld of saw timber should 
be doubled, With regard to min- 
erals from industrial and strate- 
gic purposes, we need increased 
emphasis upon research, devel- 
opment of substitutes, and im- 
portation and stockpiling. 

There are areas of the coun- 
try which, for a combination of 
reasons, have been underdevel- 
oped or retarded economically. 
We must push regional develop- 
ment through improved agricul- 
tural methods and land use, fur- 
ther industrial expansion and 
diversification, and lifting the 
levels of health and education. 
All of our resource development 

activities will require the alert in- 
terest of the people, vigorous pri- 
vate enterprise, and a wise pool- 
ing of the efforts of federal, state, 
and local governments. 

Our business plant and equip- 
ment need to be expanded to 
sustain continuous maximum 
employment and production. We 
shall require more capacity in 
steel, petroleum, coke, electric- 
ity, and other industries. 

We can rely mainly upon busi- 
ness for this expansion, if busi- 
ness adjusts its plans to an 
economy of continuous maxi- 
mum production instead of ad- 
justing its plans to an economy 
of recurrent low resource utili- 
zation. 

Government has the responsibil- 
ity of providing favorable con- 
ditions for adequate and well- 
balanced private investment in 
productive facilities, with prudent 
use of government initiative when 
private resources lag. Both private 
and public policy must, however, 
impose restraints on boom-time 
overdevelopment and overcapitali- 
zation. 

In transportation, at least 45 
per cent of our highways leading 
into cities need to be rebuilt with- 
in 10 years, financial aid to air 
lines should be continued, railrond 
consolidation should be carried 
out with increasing vigor, and 
national policies should recognize 
the need for protecting the credit 
of the railroads. 

Urban redevelopment and 
housing afford an immense 
challenge, The blight and de- 
terloration of our cities have 
created grave problems of mu- 
nicipal taxation and manage- 
ment and have damped the rate 
of investment in rebuilding. This 
problem is closely related to the 
inadequacy and instability of 
house production. As a start 
toward the objective of a decent 
standard of American housing 
within 10 years and for the re- 
lease of investment opportuni- 
ties over a decade of as much 
as 75 billion dollars—mostly pri- 
vate funds—in urban redevelop- 
ment, there should be prompt 
enactment of comprehensive 
housing and urban redevelop- 
ment legislation. 


DEVELOPMENT OF HUMAN 
RESOURCES AND PRODUC- 
TIVITY. 

Within 10 years, maximum em- 
ployment will mean 64,000,000 jobs 

or more. 

To raise the individual to the 
highest practical level of produc- 
tivity, and to provide*an outlet 
for the increasing part of the 
labor force which technological 


changes may displace from the 
mass-production industries 
from agriculture, we need im- 
proved services in education, 
health, and social security. 

For education, the first step, 
which should not be deferred, is’ 
to provide federal aid for ele-| 
mentary and secondary education 
to help remedy the deplorable 
shortages and the maldistribution 


of school facilities and teachers. 
At present, our 10 poorest states 
are spending about $64 annually 
for each school child, while our 
10 wealthiest states are spending 
about $177. Federal ald should be 
given not only to this educational 
effort but also to research work 
both in basic principles of natural 
and social science and in their 
practical application. 

Our health standards are not 
being met because of the inability 
of millions of families to purchase 
adequate medical care with their 
incomes, and also because of the 
great disparities in the resources 
of different areas of the country 
available for investment in hos- 
pitals and other health services. 
We need a comprehensive national 
health program, including prepaid 
health insurance and aid to hos- 
pitals and health centers, 

Social Security, both in ita un- 
employment insurance and Ita old-; 
age insurance aspects, should be 
increased and its coverage should 
be made more general, 


DEVELOPMENT OF INSTITU- 
TIONS AND PRACTICES FOR.A 
HIGH-PRODUCTION ECONOMY. 
We have learned from experl- 
ence that the capacity to produce 
does not alone assure continuous 
maximum employment, The dis- 
tribution of purchasing power de- 
termines whether there will be 
enough funds available to provide 
adequate investment for maximum 
production and enough buying 
power to absorb the output. 
Industrial price-wage-profit pol- 
icies, arrived at without compul- 
sion in a free, competitive econ- 
omy, play an important part in 
preserving or destroying balance 
in our economy. In those areas 
where business men and workers 


make conscious decisions about. 


prices, wages, and profits, we 
must seek through education and 
uhderstanding to adjust these de- 
cisions ever more closely to the 
broad needs of the whole econ- 
omy. 

At the same time, the adapt- 
ability of the economy to chang- 
ing circumstances requires the 
maintenance of active competi- 
tion which, through amendment 
and improved enforcement of 
the anti-trust laws, must be pre- 
served where it exists and re- 
vived where it has languished. 
Collusive monopolistic practices 
must be eradica‘ed and _ the 
trend toward concentration of 
economic power reversed, 

For balanced expansion, our 
economy requires a larger flow 
of income to consumers, .Com- 
paring 1939 with today in dollars 
of constant purchasing power, 
annual expenditures for pro- 
ducers’ durable equipment have 
increase< by 170 per cent, while 
annual consumers’ expenditures 
have increased by only 48 per 
cent, When the export surplus 
and business retooling and the 
use of savings and credit level 
off or are reduced, we shall 
need more consumer income to 
sustain maximum production. 

More consumer income must 
be accompanied by better in- 
come distribution. In 1946, the 
lowest-income fifth of our fam- 
ilies had an average annual in- 
come before taxes of only $835. 
The second fifth had an average 
annual income of only about 
$2000. The top fifth had an 
average annual income of al- 
most $9000. 

Agricultural and _ food policy 
throughout the decade ahead 
should be based on the expanding 
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economy. With improvements !n 
the incomes and living standards 
of wage earners, and with contin- 
ued concentration upon improving 
nutrition, our agricultura] output 
should within 10 years reach a 
level about 10 per cent above the 
present level. This would mean a 
crop output about 25 per cent, and 
a livestock output nearly 50 per 
cent, above prewar levels. 


Soil conservation activities 
should be intensified, Capital in- 
vestment per farm worker will 
need to be increased, and there is 
need for three times as many trac- 
tora on farms as before the war. 
There are two or three million 
farmers with too little land or 
whose land ig too poor or whose 
equipment is inadequate.’ 

We shall continue to need the 
farm programs that have been de- 
veloped to advise farmers in ad- 
justing their production patterns 
}to the changing patterns of de- 
mand, and to offset in some de- 
Kree the special hazards affecting 
thelr industry through crop tnau.- 
ance and price support for majér 
farm commodities. 

Tax policy for the long run 
should have two major elements: 
First, a level of revenue above ex- 
penditures in all except depression 
years which will permit systémat- 
ic reduction of the public debt; 
and, second, a tax structure which 
will promote stabilized prosperity 
through adjustment of particular 
taxes to stimulate or to check 
consumer expenditure or business 
expenditure as circumstances re-

Our international economic re- 
lations should be such as to aid in 
the restoration of Europe under 
the European recovery program. 
We are now seeking, and should 
seek always, to negotiate with 
other nations better standards for 
the conduct of world trade so that 
each country may be facilitated in 
producing the things which it can 
produce best and buying the 
things which can be _ produced 
more economically elsewhere. In a 
framework of increasing world 
prosperity, our country can move 
forward most confidently to meet 
the problems of our domestic econ- 
omy.

UF AGQUITTAL 
FOR MRS. O'LEARY 


Widow of Police Sergeant 
Freed of Forgery 
Charge in Loan Com- 
pany Case, 


Mrs. Genevieye O'Leary, widow 
of Police Sgt. Joseph F. O'Leary, 
was acquitted of a charge of 
fourth-degree forgery today when 
Circuit Judge James F. Nangle 
sustained a demurrer filed by the 
defense at the close of the state's 
case and ordered a directed ver- 
dict. 

The defense demurrer asserted 
that the state had failed to show 
that Mrs. O'Leary at any time had 
possession of a promissory note, 
bearing the signature of a Frank 
Williamson, who allegedly was a 
fictitious person, 

Mrs, O'Leary, who handled her 
husband's business after he bee 
came ill, Was charged with hav- 
ing given the promissory note, 
which was for $400, to the North- 
western Loan & Investment Asso- 
ciation, which failed because of 
Sgt. O’Leary’s activities in obtain- 
ing about $60,000 in loans for 
about 350 non-existent persons 
over a period of years. 

The prosecution wound up its 
case after introducing testimony 
that Mrs. O'Leary knew four days 
before her husband’s death on 
June 17, 1946, that all the notes 
given by him to the Northwestern 
Loan k Investment Association 
for loans Were forged. 

The witness was Abraham 
Davis, an attorney, who was em- 
ployed in 1938 by the loan com- 
pany to collect bad accounts. 

Davis testified that he met Mrs, 
O'Leary for the first time on 
June 24, 1946, and that at that 
time she told him that all the 
loans made by her husband “were 
forgeries.” He testified that he 
saw her again in July 1946, at the 
home of a relative, and at that 
time “she told me she had learned 
from her husband the Thursday 
before he died that all the notes 
were forgeries.” 

“She told me she had never seen 
any of the applicants, or co-signers 
of notes in connection with any of 
the loans,” he testified. He ad- 
mitted, on cross examination, that 
he had not asked Mrs, O'Leary, 
specifically, about the Williamson 
note,

World 
peace and the security of the 
United States are now the same 
thing. 


“Even the most optimistic view 
of the record of the United Na- 
tions does not assure us that it 
will develop in time the 
necessary authority to prevent 
another great war. The United 
Nations cannot assure a perma- 
nent peace except on a founda- 
tion of free communication 
throughout the world. Unilateral 
disarmament by the United 
States is out of the question. 


“The United States must have 
a double-barrelled policy abroad. 
It must work to achieve world 
peace through support and de- 
velopment of the United Na 
tions. At the same time it must 
prepare to defend itself for the 
possiblity that war may come, 
Not being able to count on abso- 
lute security under law, it must 
seek the next best thing—rela- 
tive security under the protec- 
tion of its own arms. 

“Relative security will be 
founded only in a policy of arm. 
ing the United States so atrong- 
ly that other nations will hesi- 
tate to attack us or our vital 
national interests and that if 
we are attacked, we will be able 
to smash the assault at the 
earliest possible moment.” 


The commission pointed out 
that in the past the United States 
has had one force in being, the 
Navy, but that since there now is 
a new element to defend, the air, 
an air force in being must be 
added to the Navy. 

For strategic purposes the fu- 
ture was divided into two parts — 
the present phase 1, 
which we may assume that we

To End a Minor Racket 


Many worthy Americans have been memorial- 
ized on commemorative coins issued by the 
United States Treasury. The Booker T. Wash- 
ington Balf dollar was one of the Istest of sych 
coins and it was a source of satisfaction in edu- 
cational circles that the pioneer Negro teacher 
should have received this recognition, 

It is a fact, however, that commemorative 
coins have had an objectionable side which more 
than cancel out any benefits derived from them. 
To put it bluntly, the issuance and distribution 
of these coins have amounted to a racket that 
dealers have practiced at the-expense of col- 
lectors. Thus, while a coin might have a face 
value of only 50 cents, the colfector must not 
only pay a premium for it, but’ must get copies 
of the coin as issued at the several mints. Some 
sets of coins now bring such excessive prices as 
$30 and more. 

The late Representative Cochran of St. Louis 
exposed this racket in the House and opened 
the way for legislation which Congress is now 
in the process of enacting. After turning down 
seven bills for coins to commemorate historic 


events, the Senate has passed @ bill to end the 
issuance of such coins and to authorize medals 
instead. This was the recommendation of Presi- 
dent Truman when he reluctantly signed the 
Booker T. Washington coin bill, 

The House, many of whose members will re- 
member Mr. Cochran's factual report on the way 
dealers have released special coins into the mar- 
ket a few at a time in order to keep prices up, 
should lose no time in following the example of 
the Senate. The Treasury of the United States 
cannot afford to be in league with such a profi- 
tecring business.

Mr. Taft Ponders Meat Rationing 


Senator Taft is afraid that if meat is rationed 
“a great many people would get practically none 
at all.’ A great many are getting practically 
none now. They can’t afford it. 

The Senator is afraid “the people who got 
beef through the black markets would have to 
pay even higher prices for it than they are pay- 
ing now.” Aren't the prices they are paying now 
higher than the black market prices during 
OPA? And if rationing isn't instituted, people 
are going to have to pay even higher prices on 
the open market than they are paying now. 
Prices are going up. The inflation is getting 
worse. 

Senator Taft is afraid that with rationing in 
effect, more cattle would be killed on the farms 
instead of at the slaughtering houses and the 
hides and. other by-products would be _ lost. 
Maybe so, but is that sufficient reason to Ict 
meat prices continue to go wild—and wilder? 

Senator Taft apparently has two sets of fears. 
Those with which he views the possibility that 
rationing would not work out perfectly are dire. 
Those with which he views the present uncon- 
trolled spiral of inflation are mild. 

With beefsteak as high as $2.50 a pound, many 
people feel, like the Washington housewife who 
phoned his office the other day, that Senator 
Taft should make up his mind about rationing. 
It seems altogether unlikely that any step, how- 
ever dire Mr. Taft's fears about it, will work out 
as badly as the present procedure of doing 
nothing.

Refining the State Labor’Law 

It was evident from the outset that the new 
legislation, both federal and state, regulating 
labor practices would need the benefit of court 
tests. Only through such testing could the bad 
pravisions be sorted out from the good, and 
reasonable, workable legislation be retained on 
the lawbooks. 

This process is going on in the states as well 
as in the application of the national law, the 
Taft-Hartley Act. A notable instance is the de- 
cision handed down by the Missouri Supreme 
Court in two cases arising under the Madison 
Labor Regulato ct. The law, say the Supreme 
Judges at Jefferson City, goes too far in its ban 
on picketing. 

The exact issue was the validity of picketing 
“when no dispute exists between an employer 
and his employes.” Such picketing was forbid- 
den in Section 8 and a test arose when union 
representatives picketed non-union operations, 
In one case, the secretary of the Building Trades 
Council picketed a non-union construction job in 
St. Louis county. In another, the secretary of 
Barbers’ Local 102 picketed a non-union barber 
shop, 

Judge Albert M. Clark, speaking for the court, 
put his finger on what is wrong with the statute. 
This part of Section 8, as the court said, would 


abolish something which is “an incident of free 


speech and therefore a constitutional right.” To 
quote the court: 

A state may prescribe regulations, but has 
no power to ban peaceful picketing on the 
sole ground that no dispute exists between 
the picket and the establishment picketed. 

. . « The section purports to abolish the 

right, not the abuse, of free speech as an in- 

cident of picketing unless a labor dispute 
exists, 

All this, as Judge Clark's opinion rightly says, 
is a matter of free speech. It is now up to the 
Legislature to correct the unsound portion of 
the law.

A primary battle against Dwight H. Green's 
third term ambition in Illinois seems assured 
now that Lt. Gov. Hugh W. Cross has announced 
his refusal to withdraw from the contest for Re- 
publican nomination for Governor. Mr. Cross 
says that a request came from “‘the Green camp” 
that he get out of the race and his reply was 
that he was “in the race to stay.” 

The record of Gov. Green, after seven years 
in office, is so disappointing that Illinois voters 
are entitled to have a strong alternative to his 
candidacy to succeed himself. Presumably, Mr. 
Cross is in best position to make the challenge. 
He has been Lieutenant Governor all the time 
that Dwight Green has been Governor. When 
Mr. Green has been out of Illinois, Mr. Cross 
has peen actin“ Governor. He should know the 
weaknesses of the Green Administration as few 
other officials. He should be able to criticize it 
before the public accurately, fairly and tellingly. 

Mr. Cross, who lives in Jerseyville, will find 
that one source of support is the group of down- 
state Republicans who made Dwight Green’s 
nomination possible in 1940. As Gov. Green's 
ambitions began to grow, he had less and less 
time for those who gave him his first indorse- 
ment, The feeling developed and with no little 
cause that he was a Chicago Governor with little 
interest in downstate people or interests.

A Nightmare That Was Real 


THE FOREIGN POLICY OF SOVIET RUSSIA, Vol. f, 
1929-1936, by Max Beloff. (Oxford University Press, 
New York.) 

The one saving grace of nightmares is 
that they usually turn out to have been 
unreal. Unfortunately the 1929-1936 period 
in world affairs was all too real, and takes 
the cool blood of a scholar to recall it ob- 
jectively. Few books this reviewer has seen 
integrate so well the cross currents in in- 
ternational politics which set the stage for 
World War II, 

After a short background of origina of 
Soviet foreign policy 
we are into the eco- 
nomic crisis of 1929, 
which the Commu- 
nists immediately ti- 
tled: “The end of 
capitalist stabiliza- 
tion and the new 
round of wars and 
revolutions.” The au- 
thor shows how right 
they were, but also 
how much they con- 
tributed to the in- 
stability. 

In running docu- 
mentary form he pre- 
Mauri nents Soviet ‘(and 

Communist International) policy in the Far 
East, Europe and the Americas. With the 
United States insulated and Britain and 
France hostile, he shows Russia turning 
her trade orientation toward Germany and 
counting on its Communist party in that 
country for an early revolution, Then fol- 
lows a sober analysis of mistaken policies 
which led to ignominious defeat, 

In 1933 Pravda is still insisting that “in 
Germany the proletarian revolution is near- 
er to realization than in any other coun- 
try,” but Russian diplomats are already 
seeking “conciliation” agreements with Hit- 
ler. As Molotov states it: 

“We of course sympathize with the suf- 
ferings of our German comrades, but we 
Marxists are the last who can be re 
proached with allowing our feelings to dic- 
tate our policy. The whole world knows 
that we can and do maintain good relations 
with capitalist states of any regime includ- 
ing the Fascist.” 

But Hitler refused the suit and Russia 
turned to-France, and the French Commu- 
nist party took the spotlight previously oc- 
cupied by the German party. 

In April 1934 Communist leader Thorez 
is shown still denouncing advocates of a 
Socialist-Communist bloc, but so swift is 
the change in line that by July he is in 
such a bloc and speaking from the same 
platform with Socialist Leon Blum. Com- 
munist propaganda becomes openly nation- 
alistic and even the perennial campaign 
against French militarism is dropped, In 
May 1935, the Franco-Soviet mutual assis- 
tance pact is signed by Laval and Litvinov. 
Repercussions are felt throughout the Com- 
munist International, and in our own coun- 
try their leaders are proclaiming: “We 
have appropriated the traditions of 1776 
and 1861... .” Here the present volume 
ends. 

This is an excellent source book, Nor 
need any professional “Soviet-hater” jump 
to it thinking he will find justification for 
“war now with Russia.” Here is, though, 
factual material for study of a problem 
which has again become very urgent: 
What can be done to prevent the rise of 
Fascism, and with which forces should one 
join to prevent a mechanical repetition of 
known error?

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Virginia in Colonial Times 
THE HISTORY AND PRESENT STATE OF VIRGINIA, 


by Robert Beveley, edited by Louis B. Wright. 

(University of North Carolinia Press, Chapel Hill.) 
When this volume was originally published 
in 1705 it was the first history of the col- 
ony by a native Virginian. It accordingly 
reflected more genuine understanding of 
local conditions, and somewhat more in- 
dependence of the British crown, than did 
the previous sketches. 

Faithful reproduction of the original text 
and illustrations, plus critical editing, foot- 
notes, and index make this a scholarly 
reprint.

OAP OPERA plots contain -in- 
S gredients no different from 

those of other dramatic or 
literary endeavors. You find mur- 
der, sickness, birth, death, skul- 
duggery, nobility and, of course, 
great quantities of love pure as 
the driven Dreft. (Laboratory 
tests have proved that the amount 
of pure love in “Nora Drake” 
would fill a streetcar or two large 
trucks.) 

There's nothing the matter with 
any of these ingredients except for 
the fact that you get them all at 
once. Soap operas run on for 
years and after the third year, the 
listener is picking his way through 
a bramble patch of plot. Aunt 
Faith just got out of the peni- 
tentiary; young Bill has been 
stricken by whooping cough and 
will never walk again; his mother, 
Susan Frothingham, has just been 
indicted for murder. Altogether 
it’s been a vexing week for Susan, 
If you've followed Susan for 
three years, this isn’t, I imagine, 
hard to assimilate, but it’s rather 
tortuous for us newcomers, 


Because of the great richness 
and extraordinary complexity of 
the plots, certain lines of dialogue 
appear again and again, One such 
is: “I've got to talk to you, I've 
just got to!” So many situations 
arise, involving so many different 
people at the same time, that 
there's a terrible and urgent and 
continuing need for conversation. 
Nevertheless, the usual reply to 
the above line is: “I can’t talk to 
you now, Dorothy. I’ve—(pause)— 
urgent business.” (The door slamg 
behind him.) You see he has as 
much on his mind as Dorothy, 
and he simply hasn't time. Later, 
when he has time, she hasn’t. 


This leads to misunderstanding. 
The interplay of misunderstanding 
in a sOap opera is as delicate and 
complicated as the inner workings 
of the atom. You find the single, 
the double, the triple and some- 
times the quadruple misunder- 
standing, George thinks Grace is 
in love with Brent, when actually 
she is trying to get him to pro- 
mote George to the head of the 
research staff.

ERE is a wealth of informa- 
H tion on the subject of coal—a 
hard, black substance that 
burns and can also be used for 
the eyes and nose of snowmen. 
Believe it or not, but you'll save 
fuel by keeping a furnace firepot 
full rather than adding just a 
handful of coal every few minutes, 


The best size anthracite for a 
hand-fired furnace is stove aslze 
but you can use the smaller and 
less expensive sizes by mixing 
them in with ‘the stove size or by 
using a forced draft. Stove coal 
can be added level to the firepot 
but leave a hot spot of glowing 
coals when you add the amell coal, 
These hot coals will ignite the gas 
formed from the nev coal and 
aside from speeding up combus- 
tlom will save money that might 
otherwise go up the chimney.

Lacking that point of vantage the listener 
can only make his own interpretation. 

The recording of the Mahler Symphony is by the New York 
Philharmonic-Symphony Orchestra with Bruno Walter directing. 
(Columbia, eight records.) It is played with great vitality and poetic 
freedom and the sound reproduction is generally good. The last two 
sides are exceptions. Here the quality of the sound is constricted

IGHER QUALITY and better 
appearance that now exists in 
oranges has been made possi- 


‘ble by giving them a thin, waxy 


covering. This wax coating slows 
down the evaporation so greatly 
that the loss of weight in trans- 
portation all across the country 
is practically negligible. The re- 
sult ig that the fruit-has more 
juice and looks fresher which 
makes it far more appealing. This 
wax also protects the oran; > 
against decay, and so its use 
eliminates a loss which used to 
be considerable and also increased 
nll cost of oranges proportion- 
ate 

The rind of waxed oranges is 
perfectly safe to eat if the orange 
is scrubbed thoroughly and 
washed before it is grated or 
peeled for candying. Oranges 
that are not waxed and come 
wrapped in papers should be left 
wrapped in this way and if there 
is available room, store in the 
fruit bin of the refrigerator. If 
there is no refrigerator space, 
then store in a cool place out of 
a draft to prevent wilting and 
drying out. 

Orange Angel Torte. 

One ten-inch angel cake, one 
tablespoon plain gelatin, one- 
fourth cup cold water, two cups 
orange juice (four large), one and 
One-half cups sugar, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, cne and one-half 
tablespoons lemon juice (one-half 
lemon), one pint whipping cream. 

Bake cake a day or so ahead 
or buy one from baker. Soften 
gelatin in ‘cold water for five 
minutes, Put orange juice and 
sugar into a saucepan and heat 
with constant stirring only long 
enough for sugar to dissolve which 
is about scalding hot, Remove 
from heat, stir in softened gelatin 
until dissolved, then stir in lemon 
juice. Cool without stirring yntil 
mixture begins to thicken. Whip 
cream, then whip gelatin until 
frothy, fold in cream lightly but 
thoroughly, Break cake into pieces 
about size of hickory nuts. Put 
one third of the cake loosely into
